bia, Boone county, 
Mo. 
He attended the 
State university three terms, to which was 
addeck a thorough commercial education at St.

the law office of his brother-in-law, Squiro 
Turner, 
and 
two 
years 
later 
was 
ad­ 
mitted to 
the 
bar.

then established with Judge A. H. Carleton, 
at Bedford, Lawrence county, Ind. 
In 18(59 he 
moved to Nevada, Mo., and engaged in the 
p ractice of his p rofession. 
In 1872-1871 he

which firm

recently 
granted 
by the supreme 
court to allow him an appeal to the 
United States supreme court. 
This 
stay of execution 
expires to-night 
at midnight and the mandate of the 
supreme court committing Noland 
to the 
penitentiary will 
probably 
be 
issued 
to-morrow 
morning, 
when 
Mr. 
Noland 
will 
appear 
in the Warden's office and surren­ 
der himself. 
He went last night 
unaccompanied, 
as his 
wife pre- 
ceeded him on Tuesday for the pur­ 
pose of interceding with the g o v ­ 
ernor for clemency. 
Her interces­ 
sions 
however were in vain, and 
being overcome by the refusals, she 
is now lying in a critical condition 
at Jefferson City. 
Mr. Noland had 
arranged to go up today, but on 
hearing of the condition of his wife 
he decided to go to her bedside at 
once that he might be with her as 
long as possible. 
Just before leav­ 
ing last evening he made the follow­ 
ing statement in regard to his in­ 
tentions: 
“ I have made 
up my 
mind to 
put an end to this matter by surren­ 
dering myself to 
the 
Warden. 
I 
could not get a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus now because 
all 
the 
federal 
judges are 
out 
of 
the city. 
My 
brother is marshal of 
the supreme 
court, and 1 would have to be in 
his custody 
before 
I could make 
affidavit that I 
was 
restrained of 
my liberty. 
This would allow me 
no time to apply to a federal judge 
unless my brother 
would 
hold me 
here until 1 could apply 
to 
Judge 
Caldwell, now in Minnesota. 
This 
I would not ask him to 
do. 
A n y ­ 
how, 
this writ 
of 
habeas corpus 
would simply make delay without 
benefiting my condition in the long 
run. 
M y attorneys advise me that 
they can 
keep me out for 
a 
long 
time yet to come, 
but they do not 
tell me they could reverse the sen 
tence against me, and so I 
would 
simply get delay and finally be right 
where I am at present. 
So 1 made 
up my mind to end 
this thing and 
go up and serve out 
my 
sentence. 
When my time 
is out 1 will 
co m ­ 
mence life over again 
and 
imme­ 
diately go to work to earn my fam 
ily a livlihood."
